The site of the memorial marks 
the place where the Rev. Dr. Stein 
died December 19, 1930, in an auto­ 
mobile accident after he suffered a 
heart attack while driving to Fred­ 
erick to visit his daughter, then a 
student at Hood college 
The presentation address on be­ 
half of the firemen's association was 
j given by tile Rev. C. M. Nicholas, of 
Pottsville, chaplain of 
the state* 
firemen’s 
association. Millard 
M 
J Tawney of Harrisburg, president of 
I the state firemen s association, ac- 
, cepted the memorial. 
Speakers Laud Memory 
Both speakers paid tribute to the 
Rev. Dr. Stein for his interest in the 
firemen’s association in which lie 
served as chaplain from 1914 until 
the time of his death. 
The granite monument was un­ 
veiled by Edward Ray Rmehart, of 
Gettysburg, and Charles William 
Clark, of Wayne. 
The invocation and benediction 
were given by the Rev, Frank M 
Ruth, of Bernville, chaplain of the 
Berks county firemen’s association. 
Musical numbers were furnished by 
the Gettysburg Boys’ band. 
James B. Aumen, Gettysburg, was 
chairman of the memorial commit­ 
tee for the state firemen’s associ­ 
ation. Others on

were L. Ellis Wagner, Frank Deen. 
Thomas Flannery, J. William Mor­ 
gan, John Coughlin and Charles E.

Marker Inscriptions

Before taking over the office. Mr.

The bond was furnished by a surety 
company today. 
Mr. Williams and the retiring 
postmaster were in conference this 
morning at which the new post­ 
master made arrangements to take 
over the reins of office on Tuesday. 
Mr. Eckert, who has been in the 
postoffice service for 33 years, said 
he plans to retire. 
He has been 
postmaster here since May I, 1927, 
when he succeeded the late Robert 
C. Miller. 
His term expired March 
12, 1932. 


A little twister blew out of the west late Sunday after­ 
noon, whistled through a narrow strip of Gettysburg and Ad­ 
ams county and lashed out with a fury that exacted consider­ 
able damage, unestimated late today. 
The little cyclone, lasting not more than twenty minutes, 
smacked, battered and ripped its path of destruction dunng a 
driving rainstorm. 
Its brief reign of havoc reached such a 
velocity that many feared it would reach the proportions of 
a hurricane. 
Silos were blown down, fences were scattered in every di­ 
rection, huge trees were uprooted, practically every stream 
------------- 
I and creek in the county overflowed its banks, small cottages 
r n m m p m n r n t i v p C p r v . were splintered, motorists were driven to shelter and much 
k 
other damage was caused as the rain and twisting wind cut 
its way through this section of Pennsylvania. 
Cottage Is Splintered 
At The Tavern three small cottages, sixteen by sixteen 
feet, received the full brunt of the twister. One cottage was 
picked up, floor, furniture, flower boxes and all, and carried 
approximately 90 feet where it was dropped within two feet 
of the Emmitsburg road. 
As the little frame building was 
being dragged by the stout wind, one corner of the cottage 
struck a stone at the edge of the driveway, hurled it twenty 
feet away, dragged across one corner of the lawn and turned 
completely around. 
Had the cottage not struck the stone it 
is likely that it would have have been hurled across the high­ 
way and into the embankment on the other side of the road. 
Rocker Stays On Porch 
The second cottage was lifted from its cement block foun­ 
dation, hurled about twenty feet and splintered as it crashed 
to the ground. The third cottage was lifted from its founda­ 
tion, twisted around and racked, white a rocking chair on the 
ittle porch remained in*its original position. 
Flower boxes, resting on little ledges and not nailed, re­ 
mained intact. The large wire and metal sign atop the hotel 
was badly twisted. A trap-door in the roof of the hotel was 
torn off and rain poured into the building soaking a large por­ 
tion of the interior plastering. Sunday wras the third anniver­ 
sary of the opening of The Tavern.

On* was ripped from its stakes and 
carried to the top of a tree. Bcd 
clothing, cots, and other equipment 
were strewn about. Lieutenant Wil­ 
son lost most of his records when 
the headquarters tent was blown 
down and papers scattered into the 
woods. 
Men Break Camp 
As the wind struck the camp 
about a dozen of the foresters rush­ 
ed to headquarters tent to assist 
Lieutenant Wilson in an effort to 
hold tire tent down. A gust lifted the 
tent and tossed the men about. The 
colored foresters made a dash for 
the woods and never stopped run­ 
ning until they had reached the 
shelter of Swope's roadside stand 
several hundred feet away. All but 
20 of the men were furloughed Sat­ 
urday until Wednesday. 
At Little and Big Round Top more 
than 200 trees were blown down. 
These two mountains were in the 
fiercest path of the storm and their 
elevation 
together with the 
un­ 
broken sweep in front of it gave the 
twister added strength as it swept 
across the open fields and tore the 
trees out by the roots. 
Twelve telephone poles were blown 
down between Cashtown and Orr- 
tanna and one section of the line at 
McKnightstown was also damaged.

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Great Lakes Naval Station 
Discarded After 22 Years 


ON THE COMEBACK TRAIL 


Chicago, July 3 (AP)—Once re ­ 
garded as the largest of its kind in 
the world, the G reat Lakes naval 
training station, thirty-three miles 
north of Chicago, passed into the 
realm of bygone things Saturday. 
Established twenty-two years ago 
as a product of the Spanish-A m er- 
ican war, which brought to the pub­ 
lic a realization of the naval re ­ 
sources of the Middle West, it has 
led 
a precarious existence. 
Even 
though it trained and dispatched 
nearly 200,000 of “the best m en” for 
service as seam en in the world war, 
itts 
prospects 
nevertheless 
were 
troubled before and after th at con­ 
flict by rum ors of its abandonm ent 
or curtailm ent until the economy 
program of President Roosevelt cut 
it short. 
Roosevelt As Prophet In 1916 
It was in 
1916 th at Roosevelt, 
then assistant 
secretary 
of 
the 
navy, spoke words almort prophetic 
in their im port concerning the s ta ­ 
tion. 
“In case of emergency,” he said. 
“the station is a most desirable one, 
but it seems they attem pted too 
big a thing there right at the start. 
Unless the 
navy is 
increased In 
size, it will be impossible to run it 
I to full capacity.” 
W ar 
cam e in 
two years, 
and 
“G reat Lakes” m ade a proud rec­ 
ord for itself. From tills station, 
drawing recruits from as far east 
as Buffalo, as far west as Om aha, 
north as far as Fargo, North D a­ 
kota. and south as far as New O r­ 
leans sailors went into active serv­ 
ice and won Admiral W illiam 
S.

Authorized In 1902 
An act of congress in 1902 located 
the station, work started in 1904 
and dedication by President T aft 
by President T aft came on October 
I 28, 1911, although the first recruits 
were received July I, 1911. 
Four

ing of it. to an excellence surpass­ 
ing either Annapolis or West Point 
in point of physical equipment.

Mount Carmel, July 3.—A short 
time before Joseph Terescavftge, 56. 
Shamokin, was rescued alive Friday 
after spending fifty hours entombed 
in the mines at the Colonial col­ 
liery 
here, 
the 
imprisoned 
man 
probably saved the lives of some of 
the rescue force by warning them 
of the danger of a sudden flood from 
a body of w ater th at had dammed 
up back of the fall. 
The experienced m iner advised 
th at a small hole be drilled through 
the debris to perm it the water to 
drain slowly, for if it was released 
suddenly through a large hole some 
of th e rescuers surely would be 
drowned. 
His advice was followed. 
W hen 
entombed 
in 
a counter 
gangway back of a fall of muck 
down a breast Wednesday morning 
a t 8:30 o'clock he felt he would be 
saved, but did not expect rescuers 
so soon, he said. 
He was surprised to hear rescuers 
Friday m orning at 2 o’clock and 
rapped on a pillar with his pick and 
got a response. 
The loose breast was forcpoled to 
stop further falls and when all but 
three feet through the debris, a 
20-inch hole was driven through. 
The prisoner came cut of a chute 
where he was perched twenty-five 
feet from the fall and with a pick 
in one hand and his electric head­ 
lamp burning, crawled to freedom. 
He was thirsty and also hungry, 
but did not have a scratch or bruise 
on his body. 
Dr. Roy Bast gave him 
treatm ent and sent him to the S ha­ 
mokin haspital. 
There was little or no gas in the 
seventeenth counter where the m an 
was entom bed in tile Greenough 
shaft section of the operation, 1000 
feet underground.

I pieki*d tiiis significant line from the Associated Press dispatch to 
the New York Times, th at Professor Phelps thought it was about time, 
not because lie had reached a retirem ent age according to the custom 
ol the University, but because lie had “work to do!" 
Probably no teacher has ever left a University so beloved and with 
such a host of friends and well-wishers for his future success and hap­ 
piness, as well us usefulness, which latter is the germ of his makeup!
